Chattangoga, Tenn., May 12—News has 
‘Just reached ‘here that tiie people of Union 
county, in the eastern part of the state, 
last night hanged and burned Governor 
Zurney in effigy at the county seat—lrwin. 

This was done because the alleged par- 
tisan investigating committee threw out 
ten out of the twelve districts in that 
county, three-fourths of the vote of the 
county being for Evans. As a method of 
showing their disapproval of the proceedings 
and their contempt of Turney, the people 
decided to burn Governor Turney in effigy. 
A gallows was erected at Erwin and a 
dummy was procured and dressed as much 
after the fashion of the governor as possi- 
ble, and the ceremony of hanging him in 
effigy was gone through with, the sheriff 
of the county offic‘ating. 

After the drop fell, the effigy was satur- 
@ted with kerosene and a match applied. 
One of the participants acted as minister, 
and the “governor’’ was asked if he “had 
anything to say why he should not be 
hanged by the outraged people.” 

A discourse was then delivered, in which 
the comnting-out defi was denounced. 
There were many women and children 
present, and the affair passed off in a 
very orderly way. 

It was explained by the leaders of the 
affair that this was the only way that the 
people had of expressing their indignation 
adequately. 


AN EXTRA SESSION

Therefore, 
after the assessment bill is disposed of, it 
it is the general impression that a number 
of important general bills that will con- 
sume but little time will be rushed through, 
and then the remainder of the two days 
will be consumed in passing the more im- 
portant local bills in which members are 
interested.

in the house tomorrow morning, and an 
appropriation of $200,000 will be asked for. 
The extra session will probably be called 
for Monday, May 27th, and can, under the 
constitution, sit only twenty days.

BapTists Delegates Hold a Meeting at 
the First Baptist Church. 

Washington, May 12.—The Southern Bap- 
tist convention held no session today. Many 
of the delegates preached from the pulpits 
of the churches in Washington, Baltimore 
and Richmond. 

This afternoon, pursuant to an order of 
the convention, a meeting in memory of 
the late Rev. John A. Broadus, of Louis- 
ville, Ky., was held in the First Baptist 
church, an immense crowd being present. 
Addresses were made by Rev. J. C. Hiden, 
of Richmond, Va., who was a fellow stv- 
dent with” Dr. Broadus at the University 
of Virginia; by Rev. Henry McDonald, of 
Atlanta, Ga., who spoke of him as a 
preacher, and by Professor F. H. Kerfoot, 
long associated with him in the work of 
the Scuthern Baptist Theological seminary, 
who spoke of his personal influence upon 
men and students.

GOLDEN CHANCE FOR AMERICA. 


What the Opening of China to Com- 
merce Means. 

Washingtcn, May 12.—Large opportunt- 
ties for the introduction of American ma- 
chinery and the investment of American 
capital are offered by the peace agreement 
Japan has just effected with China, A pro- 
vision is made that China shall hereafter 
be open to the introduction of all forms of 
modern machinery and that such machinery 


shall be admitted free of duty, 

American cotton machinery should benefit 
specially from the new opening presented, 
and also telephones, electric lights, printing 
presses and many other devices of civiliza- 
tion, which heretofore have been kept out 
of China. The emperor of China has here- 
tofore prohibited the introduction of mod- 
ern machinery. As a resuit the Chinese 
are using wooden plows similar to these 
used centuries ago. Modern tools are in- 
cluded under the head of a machinery and 
mechanica] device, so that the American 
plows and all other implements and tools 
will enter China frée or ditty. oo re 

It is stated that cotton mac hinéry will be 
brought at once into extensive use, thus en- 
larging the demand for the raw cotton of 
the southern states, The Chinese use So 
much cotton that the emperor granted a 
monopoly of using cotton machinery to the 
viceroy of the southern provinces of China. 
He has since produced large quantities and 
has prevented the British and Americans at 
Shanghai and elsewhere from using similar 
machinery, Now, however, the viceroy 's 
monopoly is at an end. and American ma- 
chinery is expected to be freely introduced 
throughout the empire, 

It is said this freedom of introduction of 
machinery will put an end to the specula- 
tive schemes started in the United States 
to operate Chinese concessions. These have 
been organized on the basis of monopolies 
granted by the emperor of China for the 
operation of telegraph, telephone, railway 
lines, etc. Now, however, the arrangement 
by Japan opens China to all these inven- 
tions without the necessity of securing the 
emperor’s consent, and without any restric- 
tion as to monopoly, The privileges secur- 
ed by Japan are enjoyed by the world at 
large, as the most favored nations clause 
“compels China to give other countries the 
same favors extended to Japan.” 


FROST IN MINNESOTA. 


Garden Track Damaged—Corn Not In- 
jured. 

Browns Valley, Minn., May 12.—This por- 
tion of western Minnesota was visited by 
the heaviest May frost in many years last 
night. What the damage is to garden truck, 
young corn and flax cannot yet be told. 
“ne outlook is for another frost tonight. 

Omaha, Neb., May 12.—There was a neav- 
ier fall of frost in Nebraska and 
western Iowa last night than Friday night. 
Gardens were damaged to some extent and 
fruit also in some sections. Corn and other 
cereals were not injured. 

A very light frost is reported through- 
out Kansas last night. Vegetables and 
tender grass were slightly injured, but no 
damage was done to other crops. 

A very heavy frost_is reported all over 
Chippewa county, issouri. It is feared 
that much damage hag been done to not 
only fruits but young fax, i: ‘8° much 
colder tonight, with _¢very prospect of an- 
other hard frost. 

Dispatches from the interior of Wisconsin 
show killing frosts last night in the aorth- 
ern portion of the state. In the southern 
and western pafts the frost was iight and 
caused but little if any damage. Today a 
clear sky and a dropping thermometer 
caused mucti appréhension. 

The mercury recorded a drop from 91 
degrees Friday to 28 degrees at Lansing, 
Mich., this morning. Owing to a clouded 
sky the damage was reduced to a minimum. 
Weather Observer Schneider thinks that 
wheat and oats are all right, but that mar- 
ket gardening and the fruit crop must have 
suffered. 

Dispatches from interior points in Llinois 
indicate heavy frosts last night. Beyond 
nipping tender garden stock no damage is 
reported. © Little corn or grain is up. Fruit 
was affected. 

Frosts last night are reported in the 
southern partof Kansasand in the low- 
lands along the Arkansas Walnut and Kan- 
sas rivers and their tributaries. Vegetables, 
sthall fruits and small grain were injured. 
Fruit was not materially injured. 

Reports received at DesMoines tonight 
show heavy frosts throughout Iowa last 
night. Much damage was done to early 
vegetables, fruit and corn in low places. 
Some corn will require replanting. An- 
other frost is expected tonight.

Agents of the Patriots Enltstiag Recruits 
in the Southern States. 


THEY KEEP AWAY FROM THE CITIES 


It Is Said That About One Hundred 
Men Have Been Secured 


IN THE NEIGHBORHOOD OF MONTGOMERY 


Maceo Has Three Thousand Men with Him 
and He Is Daily Being Rein‘orced. 
Insurgents Confident oj Success. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 12.—(Special.)— 
A prominent railroad official said tonight 
that he had positive information that the 
Cuban patriots had emissaries all over the 
south working up recruits for the rebel 
army. One, he said, was in the neigh- 
borhood of Montgomery, and, he was 
informed, had arranged to take about a 
hundred men from hereabouts. They will 
leave ostensibly as farm laborers and will 
be put through to Cuba on small vessels 
from minor ports along the Florida 
coast. 

The official says these agents are operat- 
ing in the backwoods districts and stealthi- 
ly avoid the towns. The official promises 
to vouchsafe more Sep. say on the 
subject later. 


SPANISH SOLDIERS STILL COMING. 


But the Cubans Assert That They Will 
Win. 

Santiago de Cuba, May 11.—(From_ the 
Staff Correspondent of the United Press.)—- 
Spain is throwing troops into the province 
Santiago at the rate of two or three 
thousand a weck, but the insurrection is 
growing apace. lor six weeks following 
the rising of February 24th little pregress 
wus made by the dare-devil patriots, who 
took to the woods in squads of from a 
dozen to a score, and who lacked arms, 
ammunition and intelligent leadership: Fev 
of the whites who went out remained when 
tlvey found themselves associated with 
bandits and shiftless blacks, with mu- 
latto Jeaders. The government troops anf 
civic guards suppressed incipient risings 
in "Mantanzas, Puerto Principe and near 
Havana, and the better. class of Cubans 

ell over the island belittled the movement 
and said the time was not ripe for another 
war. In the eastern @istrict alone dial. the 
men remain im the field and defy the moth- 
er country, but their numbers grew less 
instead of greater and even their strongest | 
supperters shook their heads and said 
that Cuba would never be free. > 

Rallying Around Maceo. 

Within ten days the sitgwation has com- 
pletely changed, and in Cnban — circtes, 
wherc there was n@ kepé absolute corfi- 
denee of ultimate success now -prevaiis. 
The two Maceos, Antonio and Jose,- after 
terrible hardshivs in the mourtains ard 
many narrow esecaves from Spanish bul- 
lets. have reached the place from which 
insurgent operations are to be conducted, 
and have been 7oined by Maximo Gomez 
and Jose Marti, who eluded mien-of-war 
cn the sea and trecps on the land. With 
these leaders at the front there has been 
a rapid growth in all the insurgent bands 
in this provinee ard the concentration of 
forces in the vicinity of Jarahueca this 
week shows that Maceo now hes 3,00 men 
with him, ani there are nearly 2,000 others 
under arms itn other parts of the province. 
Jose Maceo, with 800 men, is near Guanta- 
namo, and Maceo has won in the Man- 
zanilla district: and there are half a dozen 
small bands seattered about on the north 
side and near the Puerto Principe Ine. 

From this city eighty men left to join 
Maceo Jast Wednesday and mere are pre- 
paring to leave. Thirty of those who went 
were white and belonged to the best fam- 
ilies here. One of them is a well-kaown 
piysician. Another is the owner of two 
plantations and a son of one of the wealth- 
iest men on the island. Others are pro- 
fessional and business men. All are arme- 
ed with rifles and revolvers. Francisco 
Valientea, colonel in the last war, led them. 
Maceo sent a squad of mounted men to 
meet the recruits just outside of the city 
and they are now with him. 

After the conference with his chiefs at 
sarahuera, in the mountains twenty miles 
northeast of Songo, Maceo moved west- 
ward, camping one night at Triompe plant- 
ation and passing on to Santa Ana, where 
he now is with a force variously estimated 
at from 2,000 to 4,000 men. Goulet’s band 
of 1,000 men is with him. Maceo’s move- 
ments have been in the direction of San 
Luis, the terminus of the railroad ahich 
runs from here. As Santa Ana is only | 
ten miles away, the government moved! 
all available troops to San Luis, evidently 
expecting an attack upon that town. Four 
small triangular forts have been built of 
planks d4lled in with earth, in positions 
which command the approaches of the 
town. A rough breastwork of logs has 
been thrown up in front of the barracks, 

May Swoop Down Upon Songo. 

Nearly 1,000 Spanish troops are now at 
San Luis. Songo, the terminal point of 
the branch of the railroad, its another 
danger spot, but the troops have heen 
withdrawn frem there to strengthen the 
garrison at San Luis end it would not be 
surprising if Mac2zo0 swooped down upon 
Sorgo first. Cubans here say that Maceo 
will strike a strong blow within a few 
days, in order to let Cubans tn cther parts 
of the island know that he is here and 
means business. 

Governor Garrich sent for the brothers 
of some of the ycung Cubans who went 
away yesterday and asked them if they 
knew cf the metter in advance. One of 
them replied that he not only knew of it, 
but knew ‘that half the Cubans on the island 
talk of going to join Maceo before many 
days. 

General Martinez Campos has been ex- 
pected hero for three days. The cutting of 
telegraph wires inland leaves all of the 
north coast cities outside of communica- 
tion, and the government is now talking 
about laying a cable around the Island. 
The fcrces on the north and couth sides 
of this prowince are compelled to dct in- 
dependently of each other and a part of 
the government's plan is to have the forces 
act jointly. Troops are being ‘pushed tn- 
land from Gibara to Holguin. and bevond, 
and from Manzanillo to Bayamo and north 
to meet the others and form a line across 
the island.

BATTLE OF BORYEY. 


Gomez Defeats the Spaniards with 
Heavy Loss. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 12.—A special to 
The Times-Union from Tampa, Fia., says 

“Private advices received here from Cu- 
ban revolutionary leaders say a big battle 
was fought at ‘Boryey, prevince of Puerto 
Principe, between Gomez, the Cuban lead- 
erg, and Salcedo, the Spanish commander. 
Gomez was victorious, annihilating the 
Spanish troops, killing and capturing more 
than a thousand men and great quantities 
of ammunition and army stores. The bat- 
tle lasted four hours and was bard fought. 

*“‘Men from the plantations*are joining the 
insurgents hourly. Fifty from the sugar 
plantations around. C€o¥iselucion del Sur, 
well armed with rifles, Yoinea the revolu- 
tionists yesterday. The tanks of the.insur- 
gents are filling up from the small towns 
and plantatious.

“Japan is criticized because she did not 
‘square’ Russia beforehand. She must have 
known, it is alleged, that her expansion 
would clash with Russian interests; that if 
the great bear's paw was not to be ex- 
tended, he must have a morsel to keep him 
quiet. Certainly Japan did know that. She 
knew that Germany’s friendship was of too 
selfish a character to stand any strain. 
Germany has never done anything for Ja- 
pan without being paid. The history of 
her relations with the new oriental powers 
has been a series of hard bargains. It was 
always easy to see that if stronger induce, 
ments were offered she would at any mio- 
ment abandon an amicable attitude. As 
for France, her role in the orient had been 
invariably dictatorial rather than concilia- 
tory. The position she now takes is per- 
fectly consistent with her preeedents. Yet 
Japan did not attempt to placate these 
powers by previous arrangement. She has 
learned the uselessness of such attempts. 
To satisfy one power is to give umbrage 
to another. For a time it was indus- 
triously rumored that a secret understand- 
ing existed between her and Russia. There- 
upon British suspicions were aroused and 
the English press clamored. 

“The area of territories ceded by China 
to Japan, namely Liao Tung peninsula, For- 
mosa and Pescadores, is 36,956 square miles, 
of which 16,100 square miles represent Liao 
Tung peninsula. Speaking approximate- 
iy, Japan increases her dominion by 25 
per cent, and her whole area becomes great- 
er than that of the United Kingdom, Great 
Britain and Ireland, and nearly equal to 
the combined areas of France and Spain. 
With regard to population, no accurate sta- 
tistics are yet available, but it may be as- 
sumed that Formosa has a population of 
3,000,000, Pescadores a population of 6,000, 
and Liao Tung peninsula a population of 
4,500,000. Thus the total population of the 
Japanese empire becomes 48,000,000, which 
is greater than the population of France 
or Germany. The customs receipts of For- 
mosa are over 2,000,000 yen and those at 
Yingkow (New Chwang), about 1,000,000. 

“The Japan Mail says: ‘It is stated that 
half the indeninity to be paid by China will 
be borrowed from wealthy Americans, 
through efforts of Mr. Foster, and the re- 
maining half from two countries of 
Europe.’ 

“There was a rumor lately rife at Hal- 
cheng that General Chang Tsi Tung has 
presented an address to the throne praying 
for the construction of a railway between 
Peking and Hankow, and the removal of 
the capital from Peking to Nankin.” 

A German Scheme, 

London, May 12.—The Times will tomor- 
row publish a dispatch from Paris stating 
that Germany has formed under the direc- 
tion of the Disconto Gesellschaft, a power- 
ful group, which is inclined to issue the 
Chinese loan on condition that the guar- 
antees shall be controlled by a European 
commission. The countries interested in 
effecting peace will probably agree that the 
loan shall be issued in equal shares by Ger- 
It is 
stated that the loan will be £50,000,000 at 
first and that this will be followed by suc- 
cessive issues dat intérvals in order to pre- 
vent the market from being swamped by a 
single loan. It is understood that China 
does not wish to pay’ the tndemnity too 
early and that she desires the Japanese 
troops be not withdrawn too goon, in order 
that she may be able to reconstitute her 
own forces so they will be effective in case 
of an outbreak by the black flags or others,

But the Defeat of the Government 
Measure Will 


NOT CAUSE THE REICHSTAG TO DISSOLVE 


Emperor’s William’s Heart Touched by 
Seeing a Boy Who Had Lost Both 
His Legs—General Poreign N ows. 


Berlin, May 12.—Reports from the vari- 
ous provinces, especially those in south 
Germany, show the national joy at the re- 
jection by the reichstag of the anti-revo- 
lution bill. Inquiries made by the repre- 
sentatives of the United Press show that 
the government does. not intend to retire 
from office because of the rejection of the 

neasure. The ministry considers that it 
has done its duty in showing the ror 
what ‘the representatives of the + al 
think of his invitation to unite in defeuse 
of religion, order and the monarchy against 
revolution. Dissolution of the reichstag 
is not likely, owing to the known hostile 
feeling of the electors. Nevertheless, the 
Avgsburger Post Zeitung, the chief organ 
of the southern centrists, says that a fa- 
vorable occasion will be seized to dissolve 
the house and get a new reichstag with a 
conservative and. national liberal majori- 
ty, which will revise %the manhood and 
fecret suffrage laws. It adds that if a 
Cartel majority shall not be returned a 
revision of the constitution will be sure 
to follow and a combined attempt will be 
made to level all those standing in the way 
of easier official rulirg.

Satistied with the Part She Took. 

The government is greatly satisfied with 
the success of the pressure brought to bear 
upon Japan to prevent the annexation of 
territory on the uaio-Tung peninsula. The 
official press is eloquent upon the removal 
of the serious anxieties that would have 
arisen in regard to the pea develop- 
ment of the east, with the ult acram- 
ble of the powers to divide China among 
themselves, but itis ro secret that the 
chief joy is in havitg, as it is believed, 
materially the Felations of Ger- 
many. with while at the same time 


Ypeutralizing the Meet thit France's swp- 


port might have had in strengthening her 


bonds with Russia. 

The Post jubilantly exclaims that it is 
ertirely satisfied with this‘ first sample 
of Germany’s action as a world power in 
east Asia. Whether this optimism will 
prove to be justified by any, immediate 
solid advantage to Germany,. the hope 
that such will prove to’ be the case is 
reld in certain quarters. A’ report ema- 
nating from a scurce generally worthy of 
attention afltirms that Germany will ac- 
quire from Japan a cvaling station on the 
island of Formosa for: her-ships of war. 

The news of the settlement of the ques- 
tions that had arisen under the treaty o-: 
Shimondseki between Japan, on the ane 
hand, and Russia, Germany and France, 
on the other, had the effect of imparting 
marked briskness at the bourse, where re- 
ports were also in circulation that a new 
Russian loan would be issued througn the 
Disconto Gesellschaft. It is more likely, 
however, that the next loan that will 
occupy the attention of financiers will be 
the immense one that China will be forced 
to negotiate in order to pay the indemnity 
to Japan and for other purposes. It is 
stated in some quarters that this loan will 
be larger than any yet floated by any coun- 
try at any one time, the figures being 
placed at 3,600.000,000 marks ($900,000,000.) 

The perennial animosity of Great Britain 
which was stirred up by her not jeining 
in the protest to Japan, has found a new 
outlet in the annexation of Tongaland, 
southeast Africa. The Kreuz Zeitung vio- 
lently attacks the annexation of this ter- 
ritory as perfidy on the pert of Great 
Britain towards the south African republie 
(Transvaal), and says it is delighted to hear 
that the south African republic has appeal- 


ead to the powers, including Germany, to 
prevent Great Britain from taking posses- 
sien of Tongaland. The ownership of this 
territory is of great importance to the 
south African iepublic for the reason that 
it borders on the Indian ocean, and across 
it is the shertest route from the Transvaal 
to the sea. The Kreuz Zeitung says it 
hopes Germany will interfere to prevent 
Great Britain from carrying into effect 
her plans in this part of Africa. 
Touched His Heart. 

The activity of Emperor William shows no 
signs of diminution, He holds daily an in- 
spection of some regiment of the Berlin 
garrison, at either the Templehof field or 
Potsdam. While riding out to the former 
place Thursday last hig majesty saw a la- 
borer, accompanied’ by a boy who had lost 
both his legs. The lad was hobbling along 
on crutches, and his pitiable condition 
touched the heart of the emperor, who at 
once dispatched an aide to inquire how the 
boy had been so badly mutilated, The im- 
perial messenger soon returned and repeat- 
ed to the emperor all he had learned re- 
garding the accident that had deprived the 
boy of his legs. His majesty, when he 
learned the facts, promised to provide the 
boy with artificial limbs and to obtain em- 
ployment for him, 

The emperor is again sitting for a life 
size portrait, which is being painted by 
Charles Westcope, for some time professor 
of painting at the British royal academy. 

On May 18th, Prince Bismarck will re- 
ceive at Friedrichsruhe a deputation of two 
thousand Rhinelanders. On the 23d he will 
receive 1,200 persons from Leipsig, and on 
the 26tb, a large deputation from Schles- 
wigolstein., 

Ex-Chancellor Count von Caprivi has ar- 
rived at Skyren, near Krossen, where he 
will reside until] autumn, He has been in- 
vited to attend the ceremonies attendant 
upon the opening of the North sea canal, 
but it is not likely that he will attend, 

The arrangements for the opening of the 
canal are now virtually completed. The 


, Official Reichsanzeiger has published a list | 


of the foreign vessels that will attend, 
showing a total of fifty-three, Great Bri- 
tain will send ten; Italy nine; Denmark six: 
Nerway and Sweden, five; the Unitea 
States and Austria, four each; France, Rus- 
sia; and Spain three each; Roumania and 
‘Holland two each, ‘and Turkey and Portugal 
one each.

On 
June 29th and 30th there are to be special 
attractions {in the dAnternational rowing 
matches of the Erstor-Kieler Ruder Club. 
It is understood that the emperor will re- 
main at Kiel to witness these competitions. 
The German Derby. 

The first German trotting derby, which 
will take place at West End on May 234 
and the three following days, promises to 
be a big social event... The racing commit- 
tee expects that there will be an enormous 
attendance, and is having the stand on the 
grounds extended so that there will be ac- 
commodation for all. The emperor has 
awarded as a prize of honor a silver shield, 
which the winner will retain for one year, 
each winner receiving a replica when he re- 
stores the original to the committee. Mr. 
James Gordon Bennett's trotters, which 
are entered for the races, were first visible 
yesterday at the course, where they are 
being trained under the direction of Howard 
Phillips for the meeting, Helen Leyburn is 
pronounced to be .the finest of the. string, 
but it is predicted that Autrain, theugh not 
handsome in appearance, is most Hkely to 
prove a winner. 


Comment of the Papers. 


The Norddeutsche Allgemeine Zeitung 
will say tomorrow in its comment on the re= 
jection of the anti-revolution pill that those 
who are answerable for the throwing out 
of the measure have reason to reflect upon 
how the situation will probably develop. 

The Vossische Zeitung will say that the 
government has stronger reason to reficct 
than its opponents. It adds that the gov- 
ment is in a more uncomfortable situation 
than often falls to its lot. It must redress 
its mistake by a greater one or strike out 
into new paths. 

The National Zeitung w'll say it ‘o-esees 
that the socialists will create an early op- 
portunity for resuming the conflict and will 
express the hope that the goverament will 
then be better prepared to wuge 1: victo- 
riously. 

The Tageblatt will say the rejection of 
the bill will shake the Von Koeller system 
to its deepest foundation, It has «excited 
and embittered the people for a long t'‘me 
to come. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung wyll puliish a 
jubilant article on the defeat of the bill, 
in the course of which it will say: “Viva 
tsequens.

@ntieogialist bili. , , 
GAVE BANFFY A HEARING. 


The Emperor and the Baron Discuss 
Polftics. 

Vienna, May 12.—Emperor Francis Joseph 
today gave an audience to Baron Banffy, 
the Hungarian prime minister, and they 
discussed the political situation in all its 
bearings. Baron Banffy urged that a final 
complaint be made to the vatican in re«- 
spect of the action of Monsignor Agliardi, 
the papal nuncio at Vienna, whose denun- 
ciation of the ecclesiastical bill made im- 
minent a crisis in the Hungarian ministry 
and brought about the resignation of Count 
Kalnoky, the imperial foreign tinaister, 
which, however, the emperor refused to ac- 
cept. Baron Banffy also urged that the em- 
peror should make a public declaration of 
his confidence in the ministry, contending 
that this course was necessary to allay the 
discontent that prevailed in Hungary. The 
emperor said the question was a aifficult 
one to settle satisfactorily, and that he 
would take his time to consider the matter 
before he took action. 


CHARGED WITH POISONING, 


Mrs. Darling Alleges * That Dr. Spran- 
ger Caused Her Son’s Death. 

New York, May 12.—Two documents have 
been filed in the district attorney’s of- 
fice in connection with the case now under 
investigation, with Mrs. Flora Adams 
Darling, mother of Edward Darling, tHe 
musical composer, accusing Dr. Spranger 
of having poisoned her son. The documents 
are in the form of affidavits, one alleged 
to be the dying declaration of Darling, in 
which he relates,the treatment at the hands 
of Dr. Spranger, who was called to at- 
tend him after an accident on December 
20, 1891. In this affidavit Darling claims that 
from that date an intimacy began between 
Dr. Spranger ar@ Mrs. Darling, his wife. 
He soon recovered and enjoyed good health 
until the spring of 1892, when he was at- 
tacked with what was termed cholera 
morbus, Dr. Spranger prescribing for him. 
Although able to attend to business, Mr. 
Darling claims he was Iosing in weight 
continually, dropping from 148 to ninety-five 
pounds in. a few weeks. In one *instance 
Dr. Spranger, Dariing states in his af- 
fidavit, prescribed whisky, although his 
stomach refused to retain it. Some of the 
whisky, Darling states, on being analyzed, 
was found to contain antimony and that 
his mother saw his wife pour the céntents 
of a small vial of yellow powder into the 
decanter used at his bedside. Finally, find- 
ing Spranger’s treatment worthless, Dar- 
ling determined not to take any. more of 
his medicine an@ soon began to recover. 
Continuing, the affidavit states that when 
he (Darling) began to improvesrhis wife ap- 
peared disappointed and her 
and heartlessness increased in proportion 
with her disappointment. In November of 
that year his wife decided to close the 
house and he left for New York: She and 
the children were to go to Washington, but 
this she did not do. As soon as he left, 
the affidavit states, Mrs. Darling filed a 
bill for absolute divorce on the ground of 
drunkénness, non-support, cruelty and de- 
sertion, which she expected to obtain 
with money through default.,On June 26th 
following she joined him in New York and 
lived with him until March Ist of the next 
year, when she left. The affidavit con- 
cludes: ; : 

“The day she left I was taéxen seriously 
ill and have failed slowly but surely. I am 
dying without hope or hurry.” 

The other affidavit is by Darling’s moth- 
er, in which she states that when her son 
was told that death wag inevitable he had 
charged his wife and Dr. Spranger with 
poisoning him.

Chicago, May 12.—What appears to be a 
dastardly crime was discovered a 
evening. Shortly aftér 6 o'clock William — 
Henry Musch, a mechanic, forty years of 
age, was discovered lying across the tracks — 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroad, at North Leavitt street, with his 
hands and feét securely tied and @ sack 
drawn over his head. Musch was rescued 
just in time to prevent his being killed by 
an outgoing train. He was taken to St. 
Elizabeth hospital, where he went inte ¢on- 
vulsions. As soon as he was able to ac 
count for his condition he told @ very 
strange story. 

He claimed that since April 23d he has 
been held a captive. On that date he says 
he was going home, when he was gande 
bagged and dragged into a cellar at a place 
unknown to him. Since that time he has 
be#&n tortured and scantily fed. Musch says 
that all the time hé was blindfolded. -He 
saw light for the first time when “he was 
rescued from the track this evening. The 
police were at first disinclined to credit 
this story, but the statements of Musch are 
so connected and well defined that they 
@re now convinced that he is telling the

A. K. Shepard. He did not come to the 
meeting to join a silver club. He had ar- 
rived at that age when he thought he 
should not shift positions. He was in favor 
of raising all the government expenses by 
an ad valorem tax on imports. He was for 
abolishing the internal revenue laws. He 
desired gold and silver coined in equal 
emount. He wanted the amount of silyer 
brought up to the amount of gold. The 
debt of the country should be funded. He 
spoke of bonds to circulate among the 
people. (“I want greenbacks,” said a voice 
in the audience.) @ 


If the bonds were circulated instead of . 


greenbacks the people would hoard up 
bonds and the money question would be 
solved. 

He spoke of the bonds being held by peo- 
ple across the water and said they should 
be held by our own people, and if the 
bonds were circulated this would be the 
case. The people of the country are the 
creditors of the government. There is no 
man who wants any other government in 
the place of the United States government. 

he claimed no standard was needed. He 
referred to the times of Abraham, when 
they bought by weights. The government 
of our country has fixed a weight. There 
Should be as many silver dollars as gold 
dollars. If a man makes a contract for 
gold, let gold be weighed out, and if for 
silver, then let silver be weighed. This 
would throw no more silver on the market 
than-gold. It is impossfble to have a 
Standard that will give satisfaction all 
around. There is nothing better in the 
country to represent the credit of the coun- 
try than the debt. The people are the 
creditors. 

W. H. Skaggs was called upon. He said 
he was in full accord with the purpose of 
the meeting. He came to lend aid to the 
cause. He was in full accord with Mr. 
_ Ward's theary, but not with his methods. 
The question with him was the restoring of 
the policy of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of gold and silver.

That amount of money, in gold, 
would have been too small for safe or con- 
venient handling, In this day of advanced 
political morality our Savior would be se- 
verely reproved, even by the president of 
the United States, for causing Pe- 
ter to fish up ‘unsound’ and ‘dishon- 
est’ money to pay the taxes due the gov- 
ernment; but I adhere to the old land- 
marks, both of Christianity and democracy, 
and have no censures either for a Christian 
or a democrat, who still adheres to the 
free coinage of silver, 

“The question that now seems to be made 
the test of democracy is whether silver 
shall cease to be a money metal, except for 
the use of the poor, in smal] sums, The 
act of 1873, the first Sherman act, destroyed 
the silver dollar as money, by dropping it 
from the coinage, and abolished the legal 
tender power of all silver money as to pay- 
ments in larger sums than $. I believe 
that no greater crime, or one more fatal to 
the safety and welfare of the people, was 
ever perpetrated, Through the power of 
the democracy we have restored the silver 
dollar to the list of lawful coins, and have 
given it full legal tender power, equally 
with gold. These rights of silver, although 
they are not honestly recognized in the 
practice of the government, are still on the 
statute book, and will at an early day be 
as easily in reach of the people as they 
were in 1837, under the law approved by 
Andrew Jackson. It is to prevent this that 
the recent movement of the single gold 
standard men has been urged with such ac- 
tivity. They are going back to the Sherman 
law of 1873 and intend to again demonetize 
silver as a money metal, and to destroy its 
legal tender power as it existed under 
Washington and Jackson. 

“They intend to drag the great democrat- 
ic party back to this slavish attitude, chain- 
ed to the carwheels of John Sherman. But 
they will find that we don’t intend either 
to be led or driven like dumb cattle into 
those shambles. Sincerely yours,

MR. CARTBR’S SIDE 
He Tolls of His Connection with the 
Case of Teacher Bullard. 


SAYS BULLARD IS NOW IN TEXAS 


And That He Refused To Pay the Young 
Man’s Order Under lrnstructionsfrom 
tre Board of Bducation. 


A few days ago Mr, L. E, Bullard, a 
prominent young school teacher from Wat- 
kinsville,’Ga., was arrested in Atlanta on 
a charge which came from that county to 
the effect that his accounts were wrong. 

The young man was well dressed, Well- 
educated and had every appearance of hon- 
esty. He declared that he was guilty of 
nothing criminal and that the charge 
against him rose out of a mistake which 
the clerk of the superior court of that coun- 
ty had made. 

It seems that he gave some orders on 
his pay as teacher and that after three of 
them were paid, it was said there were 
discrepancies mm the accounts of the young 
man, and the board of education ordered 
payment of the money stopped. 

Teacher Bullard said he was very mucb 
astonished when he was arrested in Atlan- 
ta and decided that the matter would all 
be hushed up when he arrived in Oconée 
county. He was released shortly atter- 
wards, 

Mr, W. C. Carter, clerk of the superior 
court of Oconee county, who was referred 
to in Bullard’s statements, says he has 
been misrepresented by that young man and 
writes The Constitution as follows con- 
cerning the facts in the case: 

“Editor Constitution—At the time Mr. L. 
E, isullard, the young school teacher, was 
arrested in Atlanta ne made a statement 
which was published in your paper, I am 
told, on or about the 24th of April last, 
which was, to say the least, a great in- 
justice to me. I haven’t seen the statement 
referred to, and knew nothing of it until 
Saturday, tne Z7th. 

“On that day I met* Bullard at Wat- 
kinsville, who told me of the arrest, Others 
told me of the published statement. Mr. 
Bullard came io ‘straighten up this affair’ 
and admitted to me and to two members of 
our board of education that no blame could 
attach to me or the board--took it all upon 
himself and agreed to write a p.ece for pub- 
jication in The Constitution, exonerating 
me from ali the biame he had tried to 
throw upon me, He wrote the letter as 
agreed, gave it to a gqmember of our board, 
who read it and mai fea it to you last Sat- 
urday, the 4th instant, at Watkinsville. 

“IT am not a subscriber to your daily 
and seldom see it, but I’m told the letter 
has not yet appeared in print. 

‘I feel, therefore, that in justice to my- 
self, you should allow me space to make & 
Statement in my own behalf, though I re- 
gret very much the necessity to do 6o. 

‘“‘Mr. Bullard, it seems, tried to throw all 
the blame on me for his arrest and for the 
failure to pay his orders: claimed that he 
had settled with me and left money in my 
hands to pay all the orders. 

“Now, it is not my intention to hurt Mr, 
Bullard in what I say, but Jz must state 
facts. The truth of the matter is, the first 
time I paid Mr, Bullard any money at all 
I wanted to pay all the orders i had heard 
he had given; did pay three small ones. 
which I had accepted, and would have held 
money to pay the one given at Madison, 
but he refused to allow this and I could 
not do so without his consent, for I had 
not accepted, nor had T seen che order. 
This was at the time of our second pay- 
ment. On the third payment we naa bet 
little money and paid cnly a small per 
cent of what was due each teacher, ‘rhe 
sum due Mr. Bullard was paid on the or- 
der from Madison, which had been sent 
me, except a few cents retained to pay 
for a money order, etc., and to make even 
money sent. 

‘Before the fourth payment it was found 
there were some discrepancies in Mr. Bul- 
lard’s accounts and the board ordered me 
to hold the money and make an investiga- 
tion. This was done and no money has 
since been paid on the account. We were 
smply guarding the interest of the publie 
in what was done, Had Mr, Bullard heed- 
ed the good advice I gave him there woulc 
have been none of this. There has been no 
settlement yet with the young man, for Ne 
left, claiming to go to Texas, and we could 
not arrive at what was right or justly due 
him. 

“The foregoing are truths which Mr. Bul- 
lard will not deny and which I am prepared 
to prove beyond a doubt. f sympathize witb 
the young man and h’s mother, but I ain 
not responsibie for his misguidance and 
misfortunes, 

“Now, Mr. Editor, please give this the 
same prominence in your paper that you 
gave the statement gs er “= ctor, and

The quality of all work accepted will be 
up. to a high standard and the different 
aepartments will be varied. The pecple of 
the scuth, as well as those who visit the 
exposition from other auarters, will cer- 
tainly see the finest display ever presented 
in that section.

We are to carry’ Him in the 
chambers of our souls and look upon Him 
and try and imitate His life. The sculptor 
has engraven on his soul the nature and 
ideal of that which he wants to carve 
out of the marble. So with the painter: so 
with the true artist. Our outward lives 
flow from the inward springs of our beings. 
That we may remember the life and ex- 
ample of our Lord, he has made all things 
as symbols of Hims: Jf. The sun, stars, ligt, 
trees, flowers and the occupations of men 
were all t:ken up by Him and placed 
before us as reminders of Him. 

The broken bread and the wine are only 
memoria!s. The value and sizgnificance are 
found only in the dignity and authority of 
Him who instituted the memorial. 

Two extremes must be avoided. With too 
little emphasis laid on the sacréd emblems, 
the heart fails to derive new life and force; 
and to see in the emblems the real body 
and blood of our Lord is to go beyond 
the spirit and intention of this memorial. 
Do this tn order to bring me again in your 
remembrance is the idea presented py 
Jesus. The ancient passover is wheeled into 
a corner and forgotten and a friend, a 
helper, a.savtor who shall never pass 
away is called into remembrance. It says: 
‘“T was a great sinner, but Christ is a 
mighty savior.’’ If saved, He has saved me. 
This brings before us his strong love. 
The whole life of Christ, ending in the 
tragedy on the cross is vividly recalled. 
The real lesson we get is our duty to m: Ke 
sacrifice. We are to follow Him. We are 
to remember Him by doing and being like 
Him. When Christ came he gave man a 
new and different conception of life. He 
said, “Life is more than meat and the 
body is more than the raiment.” “Seek 
ye first the kingdom of God and His 
richteousness.”’ 

The usual services were held at all the 
other churches by the regular pastors and 
were attended by large congregations.

Wages and the Double Standard. 

On more than one occasion we have 
pointed out that all the arguments and 
contentions of the gold monometallists 
were of two varieties—assumptions and 
misrepresentations. To give their rot- 
teh cause a respectable standing in dis- 
cussion they are compelled to assume 
as true that which cannot possibly be 
established by argument, and to roundly 
deny the most patent facts. 

Our readers are tamiltar with many of 
the off-hand assumptions of those who 
are favoring the poliey of Shylockism. 
In one breath they declare that the free 
coinage of silver will enrich the silver 
mine owners and in the next they vow 
that it will give the people a ftifty-cent 
dollar. Now, in the nature of things 
one or the other of these assumptions 
must be false. and if the reader will 
reflect over them carefully he will per- 
ceive that.both are without any basis 
and bear no relation whatever to ‘the 
real gist of the money question. If free 
coinage causes prices and vakues to 
double—and it is to be earnestly hoped 
that this will be the effect—the silver 
miner can buy no more with his silver 
dollar than he can now buy with 412% 
grains of bullion. If prices and values 
double—and they will have to double 
if the country is ever restored to pros- 
perity—we shall have no fifty-cent dol- 
lar, but the honest one-hundred-cent 
dollar of 1873. But we shall be rid of 
the dishonest Shylock dollar, which, dis- 
guised as one hundred cents, robs the 
people by commanding ‘two hundred 
cents’ worth ef the products of their 
labor, and, in the same way, robs’ mer- 
chants and business men of half of their 
trade and bulf of their profits. *~ 

A brazen assumption -is. such an easy 
method of carrying on and settling a 
controversy, that it is not at all sur- 
prising to see it resorted to by those who 
have no facts at their command. The 
Savannah News, for instance, without 
giving a moment’s consideration to the 
nature of its statement, makes this 
sweeping remark: “Everybody knows 
what effect free silver coinage would 
have on wages. It would cut them 
down one-half practically.” 

Now, any ove who has carefully read 
the newspapers during the past few 
years knows perfectly well that the 
wages of labor have been gradually re- 
duced. In 1893-94 there were big re- 
ductions in the wages of labor in aimost 
every business in which labor is em- 
ployed. There was a sweeping reduc- 
tion of the number of men employed on 
all the railroads of the countiy and in 
nearly all the manufacturing concerns. 
There have been strikes that threatened 
riots, and thousands of peaceful strikes, 
and each one of these has been a symp- 
tom of the reduction of wages—the 
workingmen making a vain effort to re- 
Sist the inevitable. 

But it is undoubtedly true that there 
has not been as great a reduction in 
Wages as the depreciation of prices and 
values and the depression in business 
seem to justify. Knowing that reduc- 
tions would result in strikes, employers 
have avoided the difficulty by reducing 
the number of men employed, and the 
effect of this on society at large has 
been more deplorable than a per capita 
reduction in wages would have been, 
for it has had the result of turning over 
to the temptations of idleness millions of 
men who have others depending on 
them for support. : 

If the editor of The Savannah News 
had taken the trouble to do a little think- 
ing on his own aceount, he would not 


have appropriated Horace White's ridic- 


ulous statement without material modi- 
He would have remembered

‘the wages that the farmers receive in 
the price of their cotton are a measure 


of the whole volume of business. The 
higher the wages of the farmers, or— 


what is the same thing—the more money 
they receive for their staple crop, the 
arger the volume of business. For- 
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the taxable property of the west and 
south had decreased in value more than 
$500,000,000, while the property values 
of New York had increased more than 
$200,000,000. 

While it was true in Adam Smith’s 
day that the wages of labor were the last 
to rise, the statement must be modified 
before it can be used in this day and 
time. Labor in this country and its in- 
terests are looked after by associations 
under the direction of very able men. 
The wages of workingmen would in- 
crease as soon as the value of the com- 
modities they produce began to appre- 
ciate. The tendency would be slower if 
labor were unorganized, but it would be 
sure in any event. The workingmen 
understand this, even if a few stupid or 
selfish editors do not, and the result is 
that all the great labor organizations of 
the country are at one with the people 
of the south and west in demanding the 
free. unlimited and independent coinage 
of silver. 


Our New Conditions. 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record 
has this to say of the south’s new Ccon- 
ditions: 

The south is undergoing a complete 
Old things are passing away. It 
is entering upon a period in its history 
entirely different from any that it has 
faced in the past. It can no longer be 
provincial in its aims and work, no longer 
practically cut off from the rest of the 
world and a country unto itself. The ten- 
dency of the world’s business is southward. 
Capitat and population will move this way, 
and with the incoming thousands whose 
faces are already turned to this land of 
promise will come many changes and many 
new conditions. Out of all this, if the people 
of the south are wise, will come even a 
better and a broader civilization than we 
have had—better because it will include all 
classes, and not simply the favored few. 
With increase of employment, with the 
steady expansion of agricultural and busi- 
ness interests, with an ever-swelling tide 
of population, there will be an uplifting of 
all the people, there will be more oppor- 
tunities for the young, more facilities for 


‘profitable work, more and better schools, 


more churches, better roads and more of 
the comforts and conveniences of advanced 
civilization. 

All this is true, and our people are 
looking forward and getting ready to 
adjust themselves to circumstances. We 
agree with The Record that the sharp 
line of division between the sections will 
be effaced and that sectionalism will be 
a dead issue. The intellect, enterprise 
and capital of the north and west will 
find an inviting field here with nothing 
to hamper or oppose their freest and 
fullest exercise and development. 

But our contemporary intimates that 
our material progress will bring us an 
advanced civilization vastly better than 
the old. In regard to this opinions dif- 
fer. We earnestly hope that with more 
people, more wealth, more large cities, 
and more of the comforts and con- 
veniences of life the south will still re- 
tain the spirit of its old civilization. We 
need the same Meals of manhood and 
womanhood, the same strong individual- 


rity, the same sensitive regard for hon- 


or, the same conservatism in religion, 
morals, society and politics. Big cities 
and more railways, and = schoolbouses 
and conveniences will not compensate 
us for the loss of the chief elements 
of our old aivilization. We do not 
want an aristocracy of wealth, and we 
do not want to see the sharp conflict be- 
tween the masses and the classes which 
is now going on in the northern states. 

Our people are ready for an indus- 
trial and a commercial awakening, and 
they will hail any genuine advancement 
in civilization, but they will not be 
satisfied with the sham article which 
too frequently accompanies material 
progress.

The Rush to Europe. 

It has been estimated that 
tourists spend $100,000,000 in = cold 
every year in Europe, and this ‘Vvenr 
the amount will doubtless be larger be- 
cause there will be more outgoing tour- 
ists than ever. 

According- to the New York papers, 
the present rush to Europe is extraor- 
dinary. The steamers are so crowded 
that even the rooms of the officers vre 
sold to travelers. The business of this 
season will be 30 per cent greater than 
that of last year, and on last Saturday 
as many as 1,200 cabin passengers weré 
booked. 

This is a tremendous drain upon our 
cash resources, and we cannot afford 
at this time to have such an addition 
made to our exports of gold. 

But there is no remedy in sight. If our 
rich and well-to-do people choose to go 
to Europe and spend there all the gold 
thag they can rake up in this country, 
they have a right to do so. Yet itis a 
bad thing for us, and it tends to still 
further increase the pressure of hard 
times on this side of the water. 

Some people think that it would be a 
good thing for the country if each state 
could impose a tax on all outgoing tour- 
ists, proportioned to their wealth. The 
rich citizen who wants to go to Europe 
to squander say $10,000 in gold should, 
they argue, be forced by a special tax to 
leave one-tenth of that amount in the 
treasury of his state or county. 

Such a tax would be unpopular, of 
course, but all taxes are unpopular.

A Big Mistake. 

We find the following in The New 
York Sun: ; 

We have information that the yellow 
fever is again in Cuba, and that the fatality 
from it is unusually large, partly by rea- 
sou of the prevalént disorder and the pres- 
ence of over twenty thousand unacclimated 
Spanish troops,. who: are under constant 
exposure in the eastern parts of the island. 
The quarantine officials along our seaboard 
must exercise the requisite vigilance and 
bring under the closest inspection all vessels 
from Cuban ports. It was only last year 
that the yellow fever was brought to Geor- 
gia from Cuba, and that deaths from it at 
Brunswick, Savannah and others places 
were so numerous. Smallpox and typhus, 
as well as yellow fever, are epidemic in 
Cuba. We must be-on guard at this port. 

Now, we do not want to see any more 
such mistaken and exaggerated reports 
in circulation during our exposition 
year. For once, The Sun has allowed « 

gross error to slip into its editorial col- 
umns, and we feel assured that when 
the matter is brought to its attention a 


correction will promptly follow. 
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other places in ‘the state, and instead 
of numerous deaths from the plague 
there were no deaths from that cause 
in the cities mentioned. 

The Sun probably intended to refer to 
the yellow fever visitation in Brunswick 
in 1893. But in that year it did not 
visit Savannah nor spread to other 
towns. In fact, it has been many yearg 
since Brunswick and Savannah and 
other Georgia cities had su:merous 
deaths from a yellow fever epidemic. 

With our quarantine and sanitary reg- 
ulations, yellow fever is no longer 
dreaded in Georgia. It may exist in 
Cuba, but we have no fear that it will 
obtain a foothold on our coast. — 


The Latest from Cuba. 

It is hard to get.at the facts of the 
Cuban situation, but the. newspapers 
representing the Spaniards and the revo- 
lutionists, when fairly summarized, give 
the reader a pretty clear idea of the 
real state of affairs. 

From these conflicting sources we 
learn that several weeks ago Maceo, the 
insurgent leader, was killed by the 
Spaniards. On the’ following day he 
committed suicide with his own sword, 
and a few days later’ he was found 
drowned. He is now in the interior of 
the island organizing his forces. General 
Crombet, who tvas killed last month, 
is now operating in the Santiago dis- 
trict. The rebellion was practically sup- 
pressed shortly after the arrival of 
Campos, and it has ceased to excite in- 
terest in Havana. Gomez captured 
Guaymaro last week, killing 3,000 Span- 
iards. The insurgents are composed al- 
most entirely of negroes. In Havana 
and other cities young men of some of 
the best families have left their homes 
to take part in the uprijsing. 

This is a summary of the news from 
Cuba for the past few weeks. Our read- 
ers can draw their own conclusions. We 
are satisfied that every Cuban leader 
has as many lives as a cat, and we are 
also firmly convinced that Baron Mun- 
chausen and Joe Muthatton were mar- 
vels of reliability in comparison with 
the patriots who send the outside world 
the latest intelligence from Cuba. If the 
slaughter of men keeps pace with the 
slaughter of facts there will be an 
ocean of gore shed in the little island 
at our doors. 
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Murder as a Moral Factor. 

Within the past two weeks three nota- 
ble homicides have occurred in southern 
cities, and in each case the slayer has 
been a wrouged husband. 

It is not likely that any of these vio- 
lators of the law will be calledg upon to 
answer for his offense. The Louisville 
judge whe discharged Fulton Gordon, 
who had killed bis own wife and her 
paramour, stated that he felt obliged to 
release | him un object lesson to 
others guilty of immoral relations.” This 
precedent will probably be followed in 
the other cases. 

Of course, this is not a new phase of 
crime. On the contrary, if is a very 
old one. Before the world bad any set- 
tled state of law and order, every man 
wus his own avenger, and inflicted the 
death penalty upon those who injured 
his family or himself. Under our pres- 
ent system, however, it is held, in 
theory at least, that the state will 
avenge the serious wrongs and injuries 
sustained by. each individual, and the 
people are taxed to pay the expense of 
this business. 

But if our judges follow the ruling of 
their Kentucky contemporary we must 
accept the doctrine that murder is some- 
times a necessary and a useful factor 
of morality. Men of violent impulses 
will gladly claim this privilege, and it 
will soon be difficult to draw the line 
between justifiable homicide and mur- 
der. In many cases the husband who 
kills another for dishonoring his home 
is unable to prove the guilt of the man 
who is slain. The wife may deny it 
positively. The slayer will then tell his 
story and probably go free, although 
there will be doubts about the real 
state of facts. 

We believe that these murders, for 
they are murders under the law, are in 
one sense a benefit to society, but it is 
to be feared that they are very harm- 
ful in other ways. Once establish a 
man’s right to deliberately kill another 
days, weeks or months after the com- 
mission of his crime, and it will encour- 
age other killings where the provoca- 
tion is very different, but of a serious 
nature. | 

There is a grave problem involved in 
this class of murder cases, and it will 
never be satisfactorily settled until the 
world grows better. The law cannot 
go to the bottom of it, for when men 
are greatly wronged they will defy the 
law. A ,certain class of crimes will 
never cease until the provocation 
ceases.

We are selling now for June, July, August, 
Hence activity of brokers is like the heralds 
with their trumpets blaring the way 
for the potentates. Considerate men may 
remark that hope is first and freshest in 
Wall street. Little interests cannot move 
of themselves. The farmers and laborers 
must wait for the train. Therefore, the 
resuscitation of the corporation, the large 
interests, precedes the prosperity of the 
toiler and individual producer. The recov- 
ery is general» Captain Roper, my partner 
in the lumber businegs in North Carolina, 
writes me that he is full of orders, The 
sound of revival comes equally from the 
swamps of the seaboard, the mountains of 
Tennessee and the city of London, 

“I am in the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Septet Sg the largest combination. perhaps, 
o mine fuel and mold pig iron. Till lately 
we received consumers’ orders humbiy. 
They paid little and wanted delivery long 
off.

FIREMEN FELL. 


The Heat at the Woodward Lumber Yard 
Fire Was Great. 


EIGHT MEN WERE PROSTRATED BY IT 


One Man Made Totally Blind, but Finally 
Recovered His Byesight—Policemen 
Guard the Burned District. 


Several thousand people visited the burn- 
ed district from Butler street to ‘lerry 
yesterday and a special detail of patrolmen 
were kept on duty to keep the crowd mov- 
ing, No one was allowed to walk over the 
ground where the Woodward Lumber Com- 
pany’s plant had been. There-was apparent- 
ly nothing upon the ground but ashes, but 
underneath was several thousand dollars’ 
worth of tools, These tools were the prop- 
erty of men that had been in the employ 
of the company, The placing of the officers 
on the ground was not done, however, 
to protect this property. 

The men that owned these tools were 
not allowed to take them away and were 
kept out of the lot. This was done as there 
was considerable machinery there that was 
the property of the company and it was 
feared that if the men were allowed to 
handle it in any way that it might cause 
complications when the final adjustment 
with the insurance companies was had. 

The amount of territory laid bare by the 
flames was even more than could be seen 
Saturday night while the-fire department 
was making its hard fight to stop the prog- 
ress of the flames. 

The houses that were totally destroyed 
covered about five acres and reached from 
Butler street to Terry and in several places 
came near going through to Hunter. In 
many respects the fire was che hardest to 
fight that the department has had to con- 
tend with in many years. The wind blew 
the flames furiously and in the direction 
that was most thickly settled, Had the 
fire crossed Terry street it would probably 
have been almost impossible for the fire- 
men to have overpowered it. This was the 
reason Chief Joyner kept most of his men 
fighting that side of the fire. That he was 
right was proven by his finally extinguish- 
ing the flames. 

The heat was so intense that the firemen 
suffered horribly, but staid at their places 
until Overcome. Many of ‘them took their 
heavy helmets and held them in the streams 
of water to cool them. They dashed water 
over their comrades and in this way sever- 
al of them were saved from complete pros- 
tration. Even then eight.of the men were 
50 badly overcome that they were pros- 
trated and several of them were at one 
time in a very serious condition. 

_ The men that were prostrated were: H. 
R. Pressley,. of hook and ladder company 
No. 1; W. O, Johns, of the same company; 
H. P. Haney, foreman of ne. @:: Be. 
Anderson, foreman of No. 7: P. M. Moody, 
hoseman company No. 1; E. K. Grimet, 
hoseman company No. 6; John Wilson, 
hook and ladder No. 1, and Oliver Derce 
hoseman company No. 3. 

When Fireman: Pressley reached head- 
quarters he was totally blind, caused. from 
the glare of the bright fire. Pressley was 
one of the hardest workers at the fire and 
did not stop until his eyes failed him. 

Pressley was in pretty bad shape and 
it was feared at first that his eyes had been 
permanently injured. After several hours’ 
rest and the application of restoratives his 
Sight returned. The other men were sent 
to their homes and the Grady hospital am- 
bulance was called out. 

Yesterday morning all of the men who 
were Overcome had sufficiently recovered to 
report for duty, but every man in the de- 
partment was suffering from the effects of 
the night’s work. 

Yesterday afternoon fire was discovered 
in a piece of lumber nearest the Hunter 
Street side of the lumber company’s 
property, A squad of firemen put a stream 
on the blaze and soon extinguished it. As 
yet the managers of the Woodward Lumber 
Company have not decided just what to do. 
They have several plans under considera- 
tion, but have not reached a conclusion. 

Chief Joyner Gives Credit to All. 

Chief Joyner, referring to the well-de- 
served mention given Foreman Ed Ander- 
son's company, No. 7 hose wagon, speaks of 
the splendid work done by the others. A 
failure on the part of any single man to 
have performed his duty would have meant 
much, and it is therefore evident that the 
whole department worked in fine unison and 
that every man, as well as every foreman 
and every company, deserve the highest 
praise. 

“No, 7,” said Chief Joyner, “did good 
work and I 4m proud of them. At the same 
time they are not entitled to any more 
credit than Nos. 3 and 5 and hook and 
ladder company No. 1, which were station- 
ed in the same locality and worked side 
by side with No, 7. In my opinion, the en- 
tire department did noble work, a better 
evidence of which I could not give than 
when fE.say I sent nine members of the 
department to their homes on account of 
their being overcome by the terrible heat 
and smoke.”’

He broke from the officer, leaving his 
ccat and vest behind, but he was quickly 
captured ard after a short struggle in 
which Larkin proved very active despite 
his inebriated condition, was .brought to 
the station house. As he was 4arunk, it 
is thought that he gave his right name. 
He is not known by any of the officers 
here and it is pretty certain that he has 
floated in from some other town. 

If it is Larkin, he has caused one of his 
rards to get into trouble on account of his 
escape from the Memphis jail. When Lar- 
kin was brought to the station house and 
the officers began to search him, he threw 
open his zoat and said: 

“Why'nt ver tek d’ole shootin’ match?’ 
and then added, ‘‘pinched me, didn’t yer?’ 

The story from Memphis is to the effect 
that Dan Needham aided Larkin to escape 
and was himself arrested and after getting 
in jail attempted to escape himself. Ha 
had a partner who attempted to escape 
with him. They had a lot of burglars’ 
tools and had sawed through several bars. 
They are now both in a dungeon. 

The following dispatch tells the story of 
Needham’s troubles: 

‘Memphis, Tenn., May 12.—Dannie Need- 
ham, the middleweight pvuegilist who has 
been in jail three weeks for aiding John 
Larkin, a notorious pickpocket, to escape, 
made gn attempt to get out of jail last 
night in company with a notorious counter- 
feifer named Long. A kit of bar sawing 
tools was found in Needham’'s mattress and 
investigation showed that four or five bars 
had been sawed. Needham is now in the 
ecndemned prisoners’ cell.” 

The stockade was telephoned to and the 
officer in charge instructed not to release 
Larkin when he had finished his sentence. 
On the books he was marked as a bad 
case and will be held for future reference.

What Is Produced In the Great Valley 
Of the Tennessee, 


SOME OF THE MAGNIFICENT VINEYARDS 


About a Million‘Acres in Cultivation in 
Hight Counties—Parming Done 
by Whites Labor. 


ee 


Montgomery, Ala., May 12.—(Special.)— 
Possibly no land that the sun shines on— 
certainly no state in this favored union—is 
more blessed by nature than is Alabama. 
Some soils are productive of one thing, 
some of another, certain favored spots are 
more ocautiful, some landscapes are more 
picturesque, some ficlds more verdant, 
some women more beautiful: some moun- 
tains, perhaps, groan under heavier deposits 
of coal and minerals, but upon no land un- 
der the vault of heaven perhaps are all 
of these good things bestowed with such 
lavish hand as upon the soil of Alabama, 
From the fertile loams of the _Tennessec 
valley, through the burdened hills of the 
mineral district, through the snow-white 
fields of the cotton belt, down through 
the tail pines and lumber forests of the 
southernmost quarter, almost every foot 
of Alabama is good for something, The sun 
shines on it all and each section contributes 
its share to the common welfare. } 

As the foregoing sentences indicate, Ala- 
boma has been divided by the omnipotent 
surveyor into four industrial belts—the 
cereal, or Tennessee valley district, of which 
Huntsville is the metropolis: the mineral 
and manufacturing belt, which lies just 
south of the valley, with Birmingham as its 
principal city; the famous black belt, the 
cotton growing section, with Montgomery 
in its center; and the timber and -turpen- 
tine regions in the southernmost part ot 
the state, with Mobile as the port and its 
metropolis. 

The politics, religion, customs and general 
mode of living of the people of these re- 
spective subdivisions are as different as 
are their principal products. The geology 
and topography of the different divisions 
mentioned are entirely dissimilar It will, 
therefore, be not amiss for The Constitution 
to treat of each separately in the order in 
which they come, beginning at the top ot 
the map. : . 

The Tennessee valley will therefore be 
the subject of this article, the consideration 
of the other three divisions being deferred 
to subsequent issues of The Sunday Con- 
stitution. 


The Tennessee Valley. 


The vale of Avoca was never fairer than 
the valley through which the lordly Tennes- 
see sweeps in his majesty. As his waters 
roll along they are nodded a cordial wel- 
come by the broad fields of wheat and 
corn and rye that flourish along its fertile 
banks. In the distance, on each side, the 
beautiful green-crested mountains wave a 
graceful salute from the tops of their oaks 
and hickories. A number of beautiful and 
prosperous little citieslie along its course 
and pretty whitewashed farmhouses and oc- 
casionally a magnificent old palace of the 
ante-bellum type are scattered along the 
river's banks. Nature has done her part 
by the beautiful valley and man has not 
been altogether amiss in his. 

Tradition says an old Indian warrior and 
his band of braves determined to discover 
the most beautiful spot upon earth and 
then to occupy it at any hazard. They 
traveled long and wearily. They searched 
and searched, but could not find the land 
which their imagination pictured. Finally 
they reached the top of Monte Sano and 

azed down into the beautiful valley below. 

t is related that the old chieftain hurled 
his spear far into the vaJley and exclaimed: 
“Alabama!” which, being interpreted, is 
said to mean “here we rest.” 

The Tennessee valley section of Alabama 
is > miles in length and about forty miles 
wide, It embraces properly only eight 
counties—Madison, Jackson, Marshal, Lime- 
stone, Lauderdale, Colbert, Lawrence and 
Morgan. They are all rich and comparative- 
ly thickly populated. They are the most 
prospe:ous counties in the state, their fields 
yielding more abundantly, and their prod- 
ucte being more diversified. The people of 
«he valley have more good things to 
eat and live in better homes, which are 
more comfortably furnished and equipped 
Oy those of any other section of the state. 

“ey keep their horses fat and their barns 
and fences white. Their children dress well 
and keep in touch with the styles elsewhere. 
They are by no means typical country 
people, but are, as a rule, more properly 
country gentlefolks- A stranger remarked 
recently to a friend on some public occasion 
in the little city of Athens, that the as- 
sembly looked like a city gathering. the 
clothing of the women and children being 
so strictly up-to-date. 

Products of the Valley. 


The chief products of the Tennessee val- 
ley fields are corn, cotton, wheat and oats. 
There are about one million acres in the 
eight counties in cultivation, not counting 
the pastures, vineyards, gardens and or. 
chards. Something in the neighborhood of 
half of this acreage is planted in corn, 
ebout 250,000 acres of it in cotton, probably 
100,000 in wheat and say 75,000 in oats, The 
balance is devoted to the culture of sweet 

tatoes, sugarcane, rye, barley and to- 


The pastures of north Alabama are 
among-its most beaufiful features, and the 
stock upon them. make one of its most 
profitable industries. Stock raising was al- 
most unknown in the Tennessee valley fif- 
teen years ago. At that time, however, the 

tural and Mechanical college lo- 
cated an experiment station in the valley 
to test the capacities of the sojl and show 
the productiveness of different crops. These 
experiments not only showed beyond con- 
troversy that clover and timothy. orchard 
and blue grass could be as successfully rais- 
ed in the valley as in the most favored 
sections of Kentucky and Tennessee, but 
‘also educated the farmers in the cultivation 
of these crops. Since that time the farmers 
have gradually turned their attention to 
sturage and stock raising and have found 
kt vastly more profitable than growing b- 
cent cotton. S

While Madison county is perhaps the 
banner county of the valley and while 
Huntsville is the most important of its 
cities, Limestone, Lauderdale, Morgan, 
Lawrence and the others are close behind 
it, and Florence, Decatur, Sheffield, ‘Tus- 
cumbia, Athens, Bridgeport and Gunters- 
ville possess the characteristics of the 
veliey'# metropolis, though on a smaller 
scale. 

The health of al) of the towns and 
counties in the valley is remarkable, as the 
mortality reports clearly show. It is stated 
that while the military post was stationed 
near Huntsville, the death rate was less 
than that of any post in the union, The 
valley abounds in springs of icy coolness, 
and life-giving qualities, to which the 
healthfulness of the section is iargely at- 
tributable. The land, too, is elevated, being 
almost uniformly more than 1,000 feet above 
the sea. The mountains on each side of the 
valley protect its inhabitants from the cold 
blasts of winter and from the hot waves 
in the summer months. besides furnishing 
valuable timbers and many a fertile little 
hillside farm. : 

The valley of the Tennessee is beyond 
cortroversy the flower garden of the state. 
It has never advanced by any rapid strides, 
but has continued to keep its head.in the 
race of progress. Its people perhaps would 
have done well to have been more enter- 
prising, but they have always prospered and 
have believed in letting well enough alone, 
Wealth and comfort are better distributed 
there than in any other part of the state 
and naturally more general contentment 
reigns. A patriotic north Alabamian said 
today that the Tennessee valley was the 
best place to have been born .in, the best 
place to live in and the best place to die in 
he had ever seen.

Says To Reply to Them Might Incrimi- 
mate Himself—Sketon of the Notea 
Railroad Man, 


Tie sensation of the past week in the

the charge brought against J ph W. 
t, ex-presidemt of the longest line 
of railroads in the world, of having 
criminally falsified the statements of the 
company to run up the value of its bonds. 
, The railroad of which he was president 
is the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. 
_ This line connects the American lakes 
with the Pacific ocean, and has within its 
Grasp the great bulk of traffic including 
grain, live-stock and heavy ores, of all of 
fhe northern states. It is one of the 


, Greatest railroads in the matter of traffic 
‘handled on. this continent, but it is charged 


ex-President Refmhart that he 
swelled the traffic statements by the addi- 
tion of rebates allowed to all of the prin- 
cipal shippers. The ex-president is also 
accused-of having old investors to believe 
that the company’s assets were far greater 
than they really were. 

The tampering with the figures charged 
against Mr. Reimhart had all the effect 
on the market contemplated, and the bonds 
of the company ran up to an enormous 
increase on the faked values. 

Mrs. Matilda Waliace, of Philadelphia, 
brought suit in New York for $50,000 dam- 
ages against Mr. Reinhart, based on the 
fraud that is charged against him. 

Mr. Reinhart has filed an answer, but 
be does not fiatly deny the charges made; 
in fact, hé has refused to answer many 
of the direct questions put to him on the 
ground that he cannot be forced to in- 
criminaxe himself. For this |/reason it 
Seems that the charges wid remain un- 
answered until some further steps can be 
taken in the matter. He is accused of 
having made reports as president, vice 
president and auditor at will. It is charged 
that he prepared many statements as ad- 
Vertisements in the newspapers, boosting 
up the statements of the company. His 
Object, it is claimed, was to induce people 
who had money to Wivest to buy the bonds 
of the company. 

Under such inducements Mrs. Wallace 
Claims that she bought 1,500 shares of 
capitai stock in the 
outlay of $23,737.W. She now sets up the 
claim that it was a case of heodoo. She 
charges that the company owned no secu- 
rities approximating its obligations, which 
aggregated comsaerably more than $15,000,- 
QuU, and that it was then borrowing money. 

Mr. Reinhart has denied the charges in 
general, and claims that what he did was 
dgdone under the board of directors. Mrs. 
Wallace had an expert bookkeeper to go 
through the company’s DooKkKs to investigate 
the statements. 

It is not exactiy a new story, having been 
the sensation of raiiroad circies for the 
past year, but during the past week 
the case has come up @sain with con- 
siderabie interest in New York. Many seis 
ot figures were submitted to the accused 
in the courtroom, which Reinhart declined 
to answer before the referee on the ground 
that it might imecrimanate him. From the 
feports in the New York papers it seems 
tnat this was about all tne answer 
Reinhart would make, and even at the 
close of the hearing when the laat set of 
figures was handed him his reply was 
fretty much the same. These figures went 
@s far back as 1891, and in the report of 
the trial Mr. Reinhart is quoted as saying 
that on June 30, 1891, when they were pre- 
pared, he was general auditor of the com- 

ny and one of three or four vice presi- 

; whether he was first or the fourth 
vice president then or not he did not re- 
call. Another paper was placed in his 
bands, and Mr. Gerber asked:

ee NG Reteree,”” exclaimed Mr. Reinhart, 
turning to Judge Davis, “I decline to an- 
swer on the ground that it might tend to 
incriminate me.” :

What the Law Says. 


Mr. Gerber submitted a brief to Judge 
McAdam to see if the court would direct Mr. 
Reinhart tp answer the questions propound- 
ed on the examination, or if he could be 
punished for contempt in case of his con- 
tinued refusal. Mr, Richards insisted that 
the refusal to answer had been proper on 
the ground taken by Mr. Reinhart. Section 
611 of the penal code provides, under the 
heading “misconduct of officers and em- 
Ployes of corporations,’’ that any director 
or officer of a corporation who ‘‘knowingly 
concurs in making or publishing any writ- 
ten report, exhibit or statement of its af- 
fairs or pecuniary condition containing any 
Material statement which is false * * * 
is guilty of a misdemeanor.”’ 

The penal code also prescribes that it is 
no defense that the corporation is organized 
under the laws of another state, providing 
that it has an office for the transaction of 
business in New York. Mr. Richards said 
Mir. Reinhart was not bound to explain 
how an answer might tend to incriminate 
him, because the complaint itself showed 
why a refusal would be justifiable. Judge 
McAdam held that the objection was well 
taken, as Mr. Reinhart could be convicted 
on a criminal charge if the allegations in 
the complaint were established. The ques- 
tion of privilege was consequently properly 
raised on the examination. 

Mr. Reinhart may, therefore, continue to 
refuse to answer when he next g0es before 
the referee.

WAITING A DECISION 


The Pryor Street Injanction Case Has 
Been Fally Argued, 


AND THE JUDGE WILL NOW DECIDE 


Whether the Trees Shall Be Cut Down 
or Not—It Is an Important and 
Interesting Case. 


By far one of the most interesting and 
novel cases which has been heard by Judge 
Lumpkin, in chambers, during the motion 
week of the present term, is the case of J. 
R. Holliday and C. C. Nichols against the 
City of Atlanta, which is an application for 
& permanent injunction against the city ta 
prevent the city authorities from cutting 
down and destroying the shade trees on 
South Pryor street. 

The complainants are represented by 
Messrs, Simmons & Corrigan and King & 
Spalding, and the city’s interests are being 
looked after by Judge J. A. Anderson and 


.Mr, Fulton Colville, the city’s attorneys. 


The case occupied the larger part of the ses- 
sions of the court for the past two dys. 
Every point in the case has been stupborn- 
ly fought and as stubbornly contested by 
the respective sides. One of the most im- 
portant features in the case, and probably 
the one on which the case is likely to turn is, 
whether.the city owns the vtreet in the 
sense of being the actual owner of tlie title 
to the street, or the property owners. 

This is what the lawyers call the fee in 
the street—not the fee that is usually c¢é-n- 


, nected with lawyers’ efforts and on whicn 


all fatten, but the fee in this sense means 
the freehold or the title to the street. ‘I'he 
authorities cited and read in this contest 
were numerous and many, and it is velieved 
that if all the authorities that were cited 
and read to the court were collected togeth- 
er, there would be, enough to pave lryor 
Street for the whole length of the avenue, 
which is at present the seat of war. Jt is 
the opinion of lawyers who heard the argue 
ment, that the ownership of the city’s 
Streets, under the facts of the case, ig in 
what they call the abutting property cwn- 
ers—that each of the adjacent owre.’s prop- 
erty extends to the middle of the street in 
front of his lot, and that the city of the 
State has only easement rights in the 
street. This fact being pretty well eStab- 
lished, the plaintiffs have no doubt won a 
very important point in their case, and 
gained’ superior vantage ground for the 
finishing of the fight. 

Some of the main points of attack are: 

That the city attempted to cut the trees 
down in pursuance of a resolution providing 
for the pavement of the sidewalk, and this 
resolution is attacked by the platntiffs 
as a void resolution; and they contend that 
the city had no right to pave the side- 
walk by any special resolution because 
a permanent sidewalk already existed at the 
points named, and for which the property 
owners had paid. 

The second po nt is, that the trees will 
not interfere with either the sidewalk, 
which plaintiffs claim is finished, nor do 
they interfere with public convenience, 
or the public welfare, but they are an ad- 
vantage to the public as well as to the 
adjacent property; and that the city has 
no legal right to remove the trees unless 
they are an obstruction, and #6 declared to 
be. These parties further claim that the 
cutting down of the trees is done for the 
purpose of complying with a request ot 
other property owners who lost their trees 
in consequence of the grading. 

On the other hand the city claims that it 
has the right to cut down any trees that 
it sees fit which are in the public highway, 
whether they are ornamental or whether 
they interfere with the public or not, and 
when the city decides to cut down a tree, 
no power of any court ca™® antercept it in 
its purpose. 

Mr. Corrigan opened the fight for the 
complainants, and in his arguments stated 
that the city put fcerward in its pleadings 
the names of three men who appeared be- 
fore council and advocated the cutting down 
of the trees, who were among the wisest 
and best men on Pryor street, and they 
wanted the trees down for’ uniformity’s 
sake. 

Mr. Corrigan alluded to the three men 
named in the city’s pleadings as the “three 
wise men, not from the east with offerings 
of peace, but from the scuth with toma- 
hawks, bent on the destruction of shade 
trees.”’ He further characterized the ef- 
fort of the city to please those who had 
lost their trees, as occupying the place of 
the fox in Aesop’s fables which had lost its 
tail, and wanted the other foxes to be 
shorn of theirs. Alluding to the street 
committee’s construction of the ordinance, 
which was to provide for laying the pave- 
ment the full width of the sidewalk, that 
the ordinance meant that the trees must 
be cut down, he humorously stated that 
the committee’s action in getting a con- 
struction from an outside attorney found 
no parallel in legal or classical lore since 
the days of the Delphic oracle interpret- 
ing the meaning of the mysterious charac- 
ters. for the common pgople. 

He assailed the city’s authority, . and 
charged that it was an illegal and reck- 
less abuse of their charter power, and a 
total disregard of private rights in the 
exercise of the police power granted it 
by the legislature. 

Judge James A. Anderson made a very 
telling speech in behalf of the city’s right 
to destroy the trees, and it was very gen- 
erally remarked that ne got out of the 
case all there was in it for the city’s side, 
and his argument was forceful and direct- 
ed in behalf ‘of the public good—contending 
that the city was the sole judge of the ex- 
pediency of the trees being destroyed. He 
quoted very strong authorities, contend- 
ing they were applicable to the case, in 
support of his theory. He made many 
bright sallies at the opposing counsel, and 
depicted Their efforts to’ save the trees as 
a one-sided effort without considering the 
public weal. He stated that he was be- 
tween two fires, Tom Corrigan’s sharp 
tongue and Jack Spalding’s bad tongue. 

Mr. J. J. Spalding closed with one of his 
characteristic efforts. It was full of logical 
conclusions and fine arguments, and his 
satire was highly appreciated by all pres- 
ent, as he pictured the war-horse politi- 
cians, whose names Judge Anderson had 
brought into the case, and the frantic ef- 
forts of the street committee to throw the 
biame of the misconstruction of the ordi- 
nance on a “gang boss.’ 

He said among other things that “the 
declaration of the counsel was the voice 
of the committee, but the writing was the 
hand of Bsau,”’ and his effort was much 
enjoyed by the parties interested. 

There is much speculation, of course, as 
to the results of the case. Judge Lumpkin 
took the papers and announced that he 
would hand down his decision in a few 
days. 

Mr. Holliday’s counsel are confident of 
success, and the general opinion is that 
the case has been put on special grounds 
That will take it out of the rule which has 
been established by precedence or former 
decisions of the supreme court, in the cases 
heretofore decided. 

It is said that many who signed the pe- 
tition justifying the course of the council 
have regretted that they did so, and have 
made affidavits for the plaintiffs in the 
case, and that the majority of the resi- 
dents of Pryor street are in favor of re- 
taining the trees.

General Avery Tells of His Visit in the 
Exposition’s Behalf. 


MEXICO TO BE WELL REPRESENTED 


An. Exbibit Strong in Three Parts—The 
Commissioner Goes at Once to Vene- 
zuela, by Way of New York. 


“T regard the Mexican exhibit,”’ said 
General | I. W. Avery, exposition com- 
missioner, Saturday, ‘“‘as the very key to 
the international features of the exposi- 
tion, and now that it is assured, I natur- 
ally feel very much elated.’ 

General Avery came in yesterday from 
the City of. Mexico. He has been there 
for several weeks, and his visit has brought 
important results. He leaves today for 
New York, and from there he goes to Ven- 
ezuela. 

“When I got to the City of Mexico I 
found,’’ continued he, ‘‘that I had a great 
deal to contend against. The government 
had already taken unfavorable action with 
regard to the exbibit. As was explained 
to me by president Diaz upon my first vis- 
it to him, the government felt that it had 
not the means to make as elaborate a dis- 
play as it had made at the world’s fair 
and at New Orleans, and it would make 
none except such as would do full credit 
to the country. 

‘My first visit was to Senor Ignacio Moris- 
cal, minister of foreign affairs, and a very 
strong, broad man. I found that he was 
rather against making the exhibit, but I 
explained to him fully the breadth and 
Scope of the enterprise and of what it 
meant--something that he didn’t seem to 
have understood before. The result was he 
became interested, and was a great assist- 
ance. I visited President Diaz with Minister 
Ransom and Mr. Butler, the secretay of 
legation, and, as I said, found him favor- 
able. Then I went to work with Senor Leal, 
the minister formento, and Senor Limen- 
teure, the minister hacienda, and present- 
ing to them the exposition in its broader 
aspects, got them and other men in high 
Station interested. 

“The growth of the enterprise and the 
visit to the City of Mexico of Mr. Proteus, 
president of the Mexican Village Company, 
heiped me. I secured another interview 
with President Diaz having submitted in 
the shape of a letter a strong argument 
in favor of the exhibit—telling him of the 
Mexican village. This time he granted my 
request to reconsider the action which had 
been taken, and the result of the confer- 
ence was the appointment of an offictal 
commissioner of the department. fomento 
who is to go to work at once getting 
together an exhibit of ‘Mexican resources. 
He is to act tin conjunction with the differ- 
ent interests there, and he is to bring the 
exhibit and handle it here. 

“Then 1 got what I consider one of the 
most magnificent features of the exposi- 
ton. That is the famous Eighth Regiment 
band. The government sends that to the 
exposition as a part of its exhibit. The 
band, you know, is one of the finest in the 
world. This feature is alone worth $25,000 
to the exposition. These two branches of 
the Mexican exhibit, with the Mexican 
Vilage, will make, in my opinion, the 
finest foreign display at our great show. 

“As Mexico is the key to the international 
kdea in our exposrtion, so the Mexican ex- 
hibit will be the keystone of the foreign 
exhibit. And it will be a fime one.”’ 

General Avery found that the yellow 
fever at Vera Cruz would prevent his 
going to Venezueia from a Mexican port, 
so he goes by New York, which is the 
quickest and cheapest way.
